Mrs. Grace Wood Castle, of Elgin, 
died last Monday afternoon, after an 
illneto, ip the form of « 
nerv ous 
brci-dow n 
lasting 
sev eral weeks. 
She is surv iv ed by her husband, Ar­ 
thur L. Castle, and her sons, Howard 
P. Castle, of Barrington, and Franz 
W. Castle, of Elgin, and nine grand­ 
children. Following the funeral Wed­ 
nesday afternoon at Elgin ,there was 
a short burial serv ice at the cemetery 
in Barrington. 
Mrs. Castle was bom January 16, 
1853, and was the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Darius B. Wood, who were 
p ioneer residents in the 
northwest 
p art of Cook County, coming from 
the East in 1847. 
Mr. Wood was 
p ost master at Palatine during civ il 
war times and for many years was 
Township Treasurer. He conducted a 
general store until 1899, when fol­ 
lowing the death of his wife, he mov ­ 
ed to Elgin, where he resided with 
his daughter until his death in 1907 
a t the rip e old age of eighty-sev en. 
It is believ ed that he was the last 
surv iv ing son in Illinois of a Rev ol­ 
utionary- soldier, and Mrs. Castle was 
the only member of the Elgin Chap ter 
D. A.'R., of which she had been Re­ 
gent, who was a real granddaughter 
of a Rev olutionary soldier. 
Mrs. Castle’s childhood and young 
womanhood were sp ent in Palatine. 
Following the comp letion of her High 
School Course, she taught school for 
a few years in the Bradwell, 
Deer 
Grov e and Gardiner districts. 
She 
was married on May 23, 1877, to Ar­ 
thur L. Castle, the oldest son of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. Lester D. Castle. 
Following their m a rria ^ they liv ed 
on the Castle Farm, until 1881, where 
their sons were bom, then mov ing 
to 
Carp entersv ille. 
In 
1890 they 
mov ed to Elgin, where they hav e re­ 
sided ev er since. 
The descendent was v ery activ e in 
the Elgin Woman’s Club, of which she 
was a v ice p resident, and for m ^ y 
years, until 
p rev ented 
by 
failing 
health, conducted the “Lady Elgin” 
column on current ev ents in the El­ 
gin Courier. 
She also wrote exten­ 
siv ely for other p ublications.

Mrs. Grace Wood Castle, of Elgin, 
died last Monday afternoon, after an 
illness, in the form of a 
nervous 
break-down 
lasting 
several w’eeks. 
She is survived by her husband, Ar­ 
thur L. Castle, and her sons, Howard 
P. Castle, of Barrington, and Franz 
W. Castle, of Elgin, and nine grand­ 
children. 
Following the funeral Wed­ 
nesday afternoon at Elgin ,there w’as 
a short burial service at the cemetery 
in Barrington. 
Mrs. Castle was born January 16, 
1853, and w'as the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Darius B. Wood, who were 
pioneer residents in the 
northwest 
part of Cook County, coming from 
the East in 1847. 
Mr. Wood was 
post master at Palatine during civil 
war times and for many years was 
Township Treasurer, 
He conducted a 
general store until 1899, w'hen fol­ 
lowing the death of his wife, he mov­ 
ed to Elgin, where he resided with 
his daughter until his death in 1907 
at the ripe old age of eighty-seven. 
It is believed that he was the last 
surviving son in Illinois of a Revol­ 
utionary soldier, and Mrs. Castle w'as 
the only member of the Elgin Chapter 
D. A. R., of which she had been Re­ 
gent, who w’as a real granddaughter 
of a Revolutionary soldier. 
Mrs. Castle’s childhood and young 
w’omanhood were spent in Palatine. 
Following the completion of her High 
School Course, she taught school for 
a few years in the Bra dwell, 
Deer 
Grove and Gardiner districts. 
She 
was married on May 23, 1877, to Ar­ 
thur L. Castle, the oldest son of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. Lester D. Castle. 
Following their marriage they lived 
on the Castle Farm, until 1881, w’here 
their sons were born, then moving 
to 
Carpentersville. 
In 
1890 
they 
moved to Elgin, w'here they have re­ 
sided ever since. 
The descendent wns very active in 
the Elgin Woman’s Club, of which she 
was a vice president, and for many
